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Continued Examination after Final Rejection 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, 
including the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this 
application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 and 4-8 are allowable over prior art. 

3. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter based on Amendment filed 
on May 6, 2010: 

4. The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: 

As in claim 1, the prior art of record fails to teach or 
fairly suggest a disk apparatus that calculates optimal 
reproduction laser power by irradiating a laser beam onto data 
zones of a disk recording medium, comprising: 

a specifier for specifying a current linear velocity 
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coefficient on the basis of a current ambient temperature of the 
disk recording medium and a current linear velocity at a portion 
data zone to which the laser beam is currently irradiated, 

wherein the specifier updates the current linear velocity 
coefficient by use of a condition relating to the ambient 
temperature and linear velocity at a specific data zone; and 

a calculator for calculating an optimal reproduction laser 
power value obtained by multiplying the reference reproduction 
laser power value determined by a determiner by the current 
linear velocity coefficient specified by the specifier. 

The features indicated above, in combination with the other 
elements of the claims, are not anticipated by, nor made obvious 
over, the prior art of record.
